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EXPLANATORY NOTE. 


THE present volume of Tasmanian Statistics differs from those of previous years as a 
consequence of the agreement for the transfer of the State Statistical Department to the 
Commonwealth. In general, the statistics of Demography and Meteorology, of Trade 
and Shipping, and of Agricultural and Pastoral Production will be issued by the 
Commonwealth Bureau of Statistics. Other parts will be compiled under the direction 
of the Commonwealth Statistician, but printed only when the State Government so 
directs. For 1923-24 the statistics for Public Finance and Friendly Societies only are. 
so printed. I+ is thought that for other subjects sufficiently detailed information in 
regard to Tasmania may be found in the Commonwealth Year-Book and the special 
bulletins of the Commonwealth Bureav. Bunt the last year has been a period of 
transition, and co-ordination is not complete, There are some gaps, which it is hoped 


will be filled in succeeding years.

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WEATHER, 1923. 


SYNOPSIS OF THE WEATHER OVER TASMANIA DURING THE YEAR, 1923. 
REPORT of the Weather Bureuu, Hobart. 


The year 1923 has been eventful from a meteorological point of view. ‘I'he rainfall was generally over 
average, most districts having an excess of 20 to 30 per cent. of the normal, but the Derwent Valiey and the 
Central Plateau 40 to 50 per cent. Flinders Jsland had about a normal rainfall. 

A fairly fine late Summer and Autumn relieved a wet and cool January, and favoured the ripening and 
harvesting of crops which had been delayed. A long spell of most adverse weather conditions for the farmer 
commenced with a phenomenally dry April, which delayed ploughing and germinating of sown crops as well as 
growth of winter feed for stock. An abnormally wet May followed totally impeding farm work, the ground 
becoming waterlogged. The Winter months were mild and favourable for stock keeping condition, and the rainfall 
falling off somewhat until September allowed some progress to be made with the belated sowing of crops. 

The Spring, however, was both wet and cold. Farm-work was again delayed, the result being a considerably 
reduced area put under cultivation, and the growth of crops and pastures was checked until the end of November, 
Stock had a bad time, and considerab!e mortality occurred among newly-shorn sheep in the Midlands and Derwent 
Valley. i 

January rainfall was generally over average, being the highest in the West since the commencement of records. 
Mean air pressure was two-tenths of an inch below normal and the lowest since 1899. The month was marked by 
a prevalence of cool westerley weather, associated with deep Antarctic depressions which usually exhibited a con- 
siderable increase in energy on reaching this State. Conditions were boisterous at times, particularly during the 
latter part of the month. — 

During February and March there were rapid barometric fluctuations with a corresponding movement of 
slight depressions and changeable weather. The rainfall was under average, except in March over Southern Tas- 
mania. Depressions showed a tendency to develop increased energy over the Tasman Sea, reacting on Tasmania 
with cold South-westerly weather, boisterous at times. A severe unseasonable frost cut potato and other crops in 
the North-West on 16th February. A depression on the 19th March was accompanied by a heavy thunderstorm 
over Southern Tasmania, 34 points of rain falling in six minutes at Hobart, and 13 inches at Bream Creek. 

_ April was characterised as being the driest on record, except in the East, and at many stations it was the 
driest month on record, no rain at all being registered. Mean air-pressure was also the highest recorded for any 
month, being three-tenths of an inch above normal. During this month very high pressure covered all Southern 
Australia, two intense nuclei in their slow Easterly drift developing their maximum intensity over this State, 
These conditions continued into the second week of May, when the opposite extremes as regards rainfall and 
pressure set in. 

May was the wettest on record, and at many Northern stations the rainfall was higher than that of any other 
month on record. After the 10th, weather charts showed a belt of low pressure over all Southern Ocean areas. 
Frequent very deep depressions swept over this State, particularly about the middle and end of the month, with 
stormy weather and heavy rains, of which Northern and Western districts received the full force. Much minor 
damage was done by gales and floods. Three cases of loss of life were reported in connection with the latter, and 
the ketch “ Dart,” breaking away from her moorings at Wynyard on the 15th, drifted for three days in Bass Strait 
and was wrecked at Bridport. Floods in the Mersey on the 30th were said to be the highest for 20 years. 

June air pressure was also considerably below and rainfall above normal, but the low pressure conditions, 
though continuing into the third week, lost most of their former energy. A cyclonic disturbance on the 4th and 
5th, however, working southward from New South Wales, caused phenomenally heavy rains in Eastern districts 
(4 to 10 inches in 24 hours-—Cullenswood, 1050 points). Great floods oceurred, doing much damage, the most 
notable of which was the destruction of the Scamander bridge. The resulting flood in the South Esk river was 
said to be the highest for 30 years. Very heavy Easterly weather also prevailed, wrecking the ketch ‘ Wild 
Wave” at Stanley. Many frosts occurred with finer weather in the North and East during the remainder of the 
month, i ; 

A more regular succession of “highs”? and “lows” was now maintained until September. The rainfall for 
July and August was under average, and the temperature over average. July mean pressure was still slightly 
below normal, and the weather unsettled with light showers and occasional fairly general rains. Very few frosts 
occurred, and the last 10 days of the month were particularly mild and springlike. 

In August the mean air pressure was slightly above normal and many sharp frosts occurred, but from the 17th 
onward the weather was again mild and springlike. Depressions in these months were of Antarctic origin, 
showing a tendency to develop increased energy usually over this State or the South Tasman Sea, but once or twice 
over the Bight. On two or three occasions closed curve (or cyclonic) centres developed off the New South Wales 
Coast or over Victoria and Bass Strait. Marked increase of energy in depressions over the Tasman Sea usually 
reacted on Tasmania, as in the late Summer, with strong South-Westerly to Southerly winds to gales and snow on 
the highlands; the most notable instances were a heavy Southerly flood rain on Bruny Island and Tasman 
Peninsula on the 17th July, and a Southerly gale on the West Coast on the 14th August, both domg much minor 
damage and the latter giving shipping a rough time in Bass Strait. — 

Mean temperatures fell below normal for the Spring menths, while the rainfall rose to almost a record for 
November. A cyclonic development off the New South Wales coast on 5th September caused heavy rains over 
Eastern parts of this State with some floods. There was a marked weakening in the high-pressure belt over 
Australia this month, and there were some remarkable cases of Antarctic depressions of great extent surging 
northward over practically the whole Commonwealth. Activity was particularly marked in the third week, when 
stormy weather was experienced with Westerly gales and rain, and snow on the highlands. Considerable minor 
damage was done in this State, and floods were reported from various districts. 

A more normal movement of “highs” and “lows” was again resumed in October, the latter systems during 
the first three weeks usually developing into closed curve depressions centred close to this State, mostly in Bass 
Strait, and, during the latter part of the month, exhibiting increased energy on reaching this State. Unsettled 
weather prevailed, and the former developments mentioned usually gave rise to cold rough Southerly weather or 
Easterly to Southerly weather with heavy rains—as on the 2nd, 11th-12th, i7th-18th (Hobart Show days), while 
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the latter produced warm Northerly, followed by Westerly and South-westerly, gales, and rain with snow on the 
highlands, and hail—as on 21st-23rd, and 3lst-2nd November. A rainfall of about two inches in 24 hours caused 
floods in the Bagdad and Derwent valleys on the 11th and 12th. Mean pressure for this month and for November 
was slightly below normal. 

In November the succession of “ highs” and “lows” was maintained with againa marked tendency for the 
development of closed curve depressions over Bass Strait, with heavy Southerly rains over Southern Tasmania and 
much cold rough weather. The most marked cases this month were on the 8th-9th and 17th-18th, when further 
falls of two inches in 24 hours were recorded, and on the 27th, when a drop in temperature of about 40 degrees in 
two days caused heavy mortality in newly-shorn sheep in the Midlands. Towards the end of the month a short 
spell of fine warm weather did much to improve crops and pastures. 

Another cyclonic development over the South-Eastern States in the first week of December caused heavy 
flood rains in Eastern and Southern Tasmania on the 5th, with Easterly to Southerly gales. Much damage was 
done by flood waters, particularly in and around Hobart and in the hop-fields in the Derwent Valley. Changeable 
weather prevailed during the remainder of the month, with two or three very warm days, but little rain was 
recorded except for two or three falls over Northern districts. Weather charts showed a rapid movement in 
pressure systems, except in the third week, when moderate activity in low pressure over the South Tasman Sea 
gave rise to cool equally Westerly weather, ending in a sharp unseasonable frost in the Midlands. Mean pressure. 
and temperature were slightly below normal, while rainfall was over average, except in parts of the Western half of 
the State. Over-average sunshine this month will doubtless have done much to brighten agricultural prospects 
throughout the State.

TASMANIAN TRADE, 1923-24, 


(Figures in parentheses are those for corresponding periods of 1922-23.) 


For the year 1923-24 Imports were valued at £9,808,000, an increase of £703,000 or 8 per ceiit. 
over 1922-23. Direct Oversea Imports accounted for £1,817,000 (£1,590,000), or 19 (17) per cent. of 
Imports and Interstate Imports for £7,991,000 (£7,515,000), or 81 (83) per cent. of the total. 

Exports for the vear were valued at £8,844,000, an increase of £893,000, or 11 per cent. Direct 
Oversea Exports, £2,675,000 ( £2,421,000), show an increase of 104 per cent. and represent 30 (30) per 
cent. of total Exports. Interstate Exports, £6,168,000 (£5,563,000), increased by 11 per cent. 


Tue TrApDE Position. 


The excess of Imports over Exports for the twelve months was £965,000 (£1,120,000), or 11 (14) per 
cent, of Exports. The trade position fur the year 1923-24 thus is somewhat better than that of the previous 
year. The adverse balance is, however, very large in contrast with large favourable balances of the years 
up to 1909, One considerable steady item ot “invisible” trade which helps to improve the real position 
is the expenditure by tourists, which cannot at present be estimated, but may be in the neighbourhood of 
£500,000, annually. But that still leaves a considerable adverse balance to be added to the interest bill, 
which could only have been met from two sources :— 


1. Heavy Government borrowing outside Tasmania. (In 1923-24 £1,150,000 was raised in 
London.) 
1. Heavy private investment from outside Tasmania. 


The amount of capital from outside Tasmania put into Tasmanian industries during the year 1923-24 
may be estimated at close on £1,000,000. This figure is based on confidential information furnished by 
the largest industrial enterprises. 

The prospects for 1924-25 are that the adverse balance will be further reduced. The fall in potato 
prices may be expected to be balanced by a better fruit crop, and wool prices seem certain to be sustained. 

The output of the new factories in confectionery, woollen goods, cement, &c., should add appreciably 
to the Exports. It remains certain, however, that without Government borrowing or private investment, 
the present volume of Imports cannot be paid for. 


TRADE OF Ports. 


The total trade is shared among the various ports as follows :—Hobart 523 (50), Launceston 28 (293), 
Burnie 7 (7), Devonport 6 (6) per cent. respectively, the remaining ports accounting for 63 (75) per cent. 
An actual increase of trade occurs in Ulverstone 20 per cent. ; Hobart 144 ; Devonport 3; Launceston 5; 
Burnie 1 ; and Smithton 2. The trade of Stranan shows a decrease of 3 per cent., and figures for Stanley 
and King Island have also decreased slightly in each case. The aggregate trade of Tasmania shows an 
increase of 9 per cent, Interstate trade having increased by 8 and Oversea by 12 per cent. 


Imports. 


All classes of Imports with the exception of “ Clothing and Textiles,” £1,815,000 (£2,093,000), show 
increases. “ Metals avd Machinery,” £2,224,000 (£1,868,000), ‘Food, Drink, and Tobacco,” 
£2,243,000 (£2,161,000), and “Stones and Minerals,” £834,000 (£621,000), are predominant figures. 


EXPorts. 


Exports of food and foodstuffs during the year were valued at £3,476,000 (£3,443,000). The 
greatest increases were in potatoes, £747,000 (£665,000), fruits, preserved and pulped, £411,000 (£162,000), 
jams and jellies, and fish, while a large shipment of hopsin June brought the total for the year to £280,000 
(£240,000). The increase in the value of potatoes is largely accounted for by better prices, the quantity 
tor 1923-24 being 68,400 (74,500) tons. Butter, fresh fruits, £582,000 (£904,000), dried fruits, and 
cereals have declined. Owing to bad crops apple shipments for the year aggregate only 1,878,000 
(3,171,060) bushels, of which oversea shipments account for 906,000 (1,574,000), and interstate shipments 
tor 971,500 (1,597,000) bushels. Oversea consignments realized an average of 5s. 10d. per bushel, as 
compared with 5s. 6d. last year. ie , 

For other Exports the greatest increases occur in wool, £1,062,000 (£876,000), and zine, £1,388,000 
(£1,042,000). The increased value of wool exports was due to higher prices, as the quantity was less by 
over 1000 bales. These two items accounted for more than a quarter of the total exports. Hides and 
skins, £372,000 ( £249,000), timber, £520,009 (£421,000), other metals (comprising principally silver- 
lead residues from the zinc works), £244,000 (£182,000), and copper show appreciable increases. The 
chiet items of decline are tin, £214,000 (£303,000), and silver-lead ore, £172,000 (£235,000), while 
carbide has also decreased.

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EEPORT, OF STOCK AND CROPS. 


CROPS IN 1923-24. 


(Norr.—Average when not otherwise qualified means the decennial average, the average for the 
ten preceding seasons. ) 


The season 1923-24 was a very difficult one for the farmer. From February to early May of 1923 was 
an unusually dry period, and the ground frequently too hard for the plough. From May on there was an 
excess of wet, which continued throughout the season, and is, in fact, still continuing. Crops in many 
cases could not be got in, and on low-lying land there were numerous failures. The excess of rainfall in 
the twelve months from May, 1928, was as follows :—

AREA UNDER Crop, 


The total area under crop was 279,000 acres, which is about the average pre-war acreage, but con 
siderably less than for the last three seasons, which have averaged 297,000 acres. Wheat accounted for 
more than half the deficiency, and white oats and barley for the rest. The acreage of other crops was up 
to last year’s standard. 


WHEAT. 


The area was 14,500 acres only, compared with 25,000 in the previous season. Only in 1918 and 
1919 was a smaller area sown in Tasmania. In 1840, the first year of reliable record, three times this area 
was under wheat. The falling off was due to the difficulty of getting in the crop ; sowing had to be post- 
poned until it was too late to risk a crop. Wheat suffered most in this way, but barley and white 
oats were also seriously affected. Ail districts except the North-East show an acreage not much more 
than half the normal acreage of the previous three years, 

The yield was better than anticipated and averaged 21 bushels per acre. This is two bushels less 
than the previous season, but two bushels above the decennial average. Longford and Westbury, which 
have more than one-third of the total wheat acreage, averaged only 15 bushels per acre, while the rest of 
the island yielded 24 bushels per acre. This recurring deficiency of yield of the Longford-Westbury 
wheat-lands is a matter of considerable public importance. 

Production was 306,000 bushels or a little more than half the average of the last three years. Our 
total needs in wheat are about 1,400,000 bushels, including about 150,000 bushels required for the manu- 
facture of special biscuit flour for export. Our imports of wheat may, therefore, be expected to go over 
1,000,000 bushels in the calendar year 1924. 


BARLEY. 


The area was 3800 acres, much the smallest for many years. The yield was 22 bushels per acre, 
or five bushels less than the previous season and somewhat under the average. Production, 84,000 
bushels, was about one-third less than the average of the last ten years. 


OATS. 


The area under white oats, 25,000 acres, showed a drop of 6000 acres, and the area under Algerian, 
26,400 acres, a drop of 1500 acres. Combined, the acreage was about 2000 acres under the average. The 
vield of white oats was 26 bushels per acre, about one bushel less than last year; and the yield of Algerian 
27 bushels, or four bushels less than last year. The combined yield was about one bushel above the 
average. The production of white oats was 677,600 bushels, and of Algerian 683,000 bushels, a decrease 
of 148,000 and 167,000 bushels respectively. The total production of oats was almost exactly the average. 


PRAS. 


The area under grey peas was nearly 15,000 acres, an increase of 1300 acres, but the blue peas area 
was only 7200 acres, a decrease of 1400 acres. Th> cultivation of grey peas has shown for some time a 
tendency to increase, but blue peas, after a boom about 1918, have gone back nearly to pre-war figures. 
The season was a good one for peas and gave 21 bushels per acre for grey and 22 for blue—about four 
bushels over the average. Production was 320,000 bushels of grey peas, which is double the average, 
and 160,000 bushels of blue, which is the smallest output since 1916. 
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PoTATOES. 


The acreage of potatoes was no doubt stimulated by the high prices of 1923 and reached 37,000 acres, 
just above the area in 1921-22, and considerably above that in any other recent year, There were a good 
many failures, and the average yield, 2°7 tons per acre, was a quarter of a ton below that of the last two 
seasons, though 2 cwt. above the average. Among the big producers of the North-West, Emu Bay has, 
as usual, an appreciably better yield than the rest; and among the smaller producers, Ringarooma, King- 
borough and Fingal, also as usual, gave yields well above the average for the State. 


OruEeR Root Crore. 


There was a noticeable increase in the area under turnips, from 2500 to 3700 acres. The increase was 
nearly all in Circular Head and Deloraine, which, last season, had one-half of the total turnip acreage and 
this year has nearly two-thirds of the whole. The yield was over five tons per acre, or half a ton more 
than the average, so that the total production reached that of the record year 1915-16. 

Other root crops show a decline in acreage and are relatively unimportant. There were only 14 
acres of onions recorded in the State, though no doubt a fair quantity of onions is included under market 
garden produce. 


Hay. 


The area cut for hay was 97,000 acres, a decline of 30U0 acres on last year, but somewhat over the 
average. The yield was a ton anda half per acre, which, though below last year’s figures, was 4 ewt. 
over the average. The total cut of hay was 144,000 tons, or 23,000 tons less than last year. Of 
the three biggest producers of hay, Westbury and Longford had very light crops, but Latrobe averaged not 
far short of two tons per acre. 


Hops. 


The area under hops showed little change from last year, though one-third greater than at the low 
point of 1916, The yield of 1536 lbs. per acre was a cwt. over the average, and gave a production of 
2,293,000 lbs., the largest on record. 


CROPS AND FORECAST. 


The last December forecast of crops was particularly difficult, because crops were being put in even as 
late as December. The total acreage estimated for the principal crops turned out very nearly correct. 
The areas of white oats, peas, and potatoes were accurately estimated ; wheat was under estimated, and 
Algerians and hay over estimated 

The yields of Algerian oats and hay turned out exactly as anticipated; for the other principal crops 
the actual yields were better than the forecast by one or two bushels per acre. The actual production of 
Algerians and hay was, therefore, rather less than anticipated, and of other crops rather greater. The 
greatest discrepancy was in wheat, because both average and yield were under-estimated, and the produc- 
tion turned out to be 306,000 bushels, compared with a forecast of 247,000 bushels. 


STOCK. 


HorsEs. 


The steady decline in the number of horses which has been going on for some years is not apparent 
for the past year, and the number returned, 37,570, is 250 greater than the previous year. The number 
of foals bred continues the gradual recovery which has been going on since 1921. 


CarrLe. 

Cattle continue to increase, and the number, 220,350, is 2000 more than last year, and greater than 
in any previous year except 1912. Dairy cows, heifers, calves, and working bullocks have all increased, 
but “ other cattle ” have declined slightly. Dairy cows show an increase of 50 per cent. since the number 
was at its lowest in 1916. The increase is the more noteworthy in face of the increased slaughtering of 
cows for meat, 11,200, compared with 6709 in the previous year. 


SHEEP. 

The number of sheep at the middle of 1924 was 1,558,000. This is the same number approximately 
as in the preceding year, but is nearly 300,000 less than the number in 1919, and, except for 1921, is the 
lowest recorded since 1898. The number of ewes, moreover, was 4000 less than in the year before. The 
percentage of ewes used for breeding in 1923, 77 per cent., showed little change, and the lambs marked 
were 77 per cent. of ewes put to rams—a slightly smaller proportion than in 1922, but above the average. 


Pras. 


The total recorded was 47,100, a recovery of 1000 trom the low figure of 1923, but the proportion 
of sows showed a decline from 19 to 18 per cent. of the total. 


Datry PRODUCE. 


The milk yield at the time of the collector’s visit—nearly the middle of winter—-was 46,000 gallons 
per day, a remarkable increase of 30 per cent. over the return for the previous year. The butter made 
was 6,183,000 Ibs., an increase of nearly half a million pounds on the year before, and easily a record. 
Butter production has increased by 50 per cent. since 1920. The increase last year was nearly all in 
factory production. < 

Bacon also showed an increase of 30 per cent., to 2,270,000 Ibs., and cheese of nearly 50 per cent., to 
1,346,000 Ibs. There was a noticeable revival of farm production of cheese. 

Dairy-farming is the one branch of land operations in which production has made substantial advances 
in the last ten years, 
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Woot. 


The wool clip in 1923-24 was 8,418,000 Ibs., or about 400,000 Ibs. short of the previous year. 
Allowing for wool on skins stripped or exported, wool-production was 9,438,000 Ibs. The average price 
realised was 2s. 6d. per !b., compared with Is. 7d. and Is. in the two previous years respectively. 
The total value, £1,180,000, was therefore very much greater than that of any former year, and in fact 
nearly three times the pre-war value, although production has been stationary. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 
In respect to a number of items on which comment was made in last year’s report, namely :— 
Tenure of Land, Farming Machinery, 
Cultivation, Bees and Honey, 
Manures, Poultry, 
Trrigation, Wheat Varieties, 
Farm Workers, Potato Varieties, 


the returns tor 1923-24 disclose no significant change, and the comments there made may stand substantially 
for the year under review. 


APPLES AND PEARS, 


The production of marketable apples was returned at 1,890,000 bushels, and this figure agrees closely 
with that obtained from the figures for export and local consumption. The crop was barely 60 per cent. of 
that of the previous year, and the interstate trade took only one-third of the total exports instead of the 
usual 50 per cent. The pear crop was returned at 183,000 bushels, which is about the average production. 
Of this, 60,400 bushels were shipped to England, and 75,600 to Australian States. 

The value realised for oversea shipments averaged 5s. 10d. per bushel for apples, compared with 
ds, 10d. for the previous season Pears, however, realised only 4s. 1d. per bushel—allowing tliree trays to 
the bushel—ou account of the considerable proportion of shipments that reached England in damaged 
condition. The price realised for Australian shipments cannot be ascertained with much accuracy, but it 
may be estimated at 6s. 11d. per bushel for apples and 7s. per bushel for pears. The advantage was with 
the Australian markets in both cases.

[y accordance with the provisions of “The Friendly 
Societies Act, 1888,” 1 have the honour to furnish the 
following report with respect to the year 1923 :- - 


Societies. 

There are 20 societies registered under “The Friendly 
Societies Act’ carrying on operations in Tasmania. Of 
these 14 are known as orcinary or ‘“‘general” societies ; 
and six as miscellaneous or “special” societies. The former 
have 190 branches throughout the State; and the latter, 
being mainly organisations composed ot hands employed 
by one firm, or otherwise locaiised, have no branches. The 
aims and objects of both classes of societies aie fairly 
identical, but the benefits are somewhat different. Com- 
pared with the previous year there was no change in the 
number of general societies, but there was an increase of 
one in the special class. No new branches were opened 
during the year, but two (both for juveniles) were closed. 


Returns and Information. 


Tables showing the operations and state of finances of 
each society, which furnished returns to this office for the 
previous year, were dulv published and distributed on 
application. There seems to be a growing demand for 
these tables, indicating increased interest in the progress of 
societies by members. Despite repeated ins‘ructions to all 
lodge secretaries to have the whole of the particulars 
specified in the returns carefully filled in, there is_ still 
toom for improvement in some of the returns received, 
Particularly is this so in the strength and progress (B) 
form. The defects, as usual, lie in the direction of omitting 
to show cases and duration of sickness under age groups 
of cases, and, to a less extent in not correctly recording the 
ages of departures. Generally the defects are remedied 
on the returns being referred back to secretaries; but in 
no year have all the returns been completed, as through 
changes of secretaries or other causes, all the data are not 
available in all cases. 


Membership. 


During the year the total membership rose from 23,248 
to 24,660, an increase of 896 or 3°63 per cent., which is the 
Most satisfactory result since 1909, when the increase was 
457 per cent. The average increase in the pre-war years, 
1909 to 1913, was 3:29, or 0:34 below that for the current 
year. In numbers “ adult males ” show an increase of 856 
or 3°89 per cent., and “adult females”? of 81 or 5°70 per 
cent., while juveniles have declined by 12 per cent. The 
increase in males, however, includes 705 from special or 
occupational organisations, which is the bulk of the increase, 
hence the general societies do not appear to be making 
satisfactory numerical progress. About 48 of the benefit 
members are unfinancial. 


Receipts. 

Receipts, which were £7262 over the amount for 
previous year and £4675 above the previous highest 
record, totalled £108.020, or an average of £4 12s. per 
benefit member. Of this sum contributions and levies 
accounted for £77,679, an increase of £3382 over 1922, 
and £14,156 above the figures for 1913. The average 
Payment made by a financial member was £3 6s. 64., 
aguinst £3 6s. dd. last year, and £2 18s. 6d. in 1914; but 
ifthe juveniles, which have a low scale of contributions 
and whose numbers are declining in ratio to total member- 
ship, be omitted, the average would be exactly the same as 
t last year, viz., £3 7s. 5d. Interest amounted to 
£16,520, being £919 over the sum received in 1922, and 
equivalent toa rate of 5°64 per cent. on invested capital. 
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REPORT OF THE STATISTICIAN FOR THE YEAR 1923. 


This is the highest rate realised in any year, and is 1:73 
per cent. above the earning capacity of funds in 1914. 
Revenue for the year showed a margin of 12°52 per cent. 
above expenditure. This is not quite as good as the 1922 
figures, and is 4:3 per cent. worse than the average of the 
pre-war years, 1911 to 1914. 

Accumulated funds, which show an increase of £11,864, 
equivalent to 3-9 per cent., now average £13 8s. 8d. per 
financial member. 


Expenditure. 


Compared with 1922, expenditure has grown from 
£88,348 to £95,880, which is equal to an increase of 
£7532, or 8°5 per cent., a considerably greater increase 
per cent. than in the two preceding years. Disbursements 
for administration show an increase of £826, for medical 
attendance and medicine of £2252, and for “ miscellane- 
ous” of £1259. The cost of management, which just about 
absorbs all the interest earned by investments, represents 
14s. 1d. per financial member, against 14s. in previous year. 

Death claims amounting to £15,124, an increase of 
£810, accounted for 15°8 per cent. of total expenditure. 
The payment per case for deceased male members of 
“ General” Societies averaged £70 10s., anc for all claims 
in all societies £51 5s. 5d. This is equivalent to a 
decrease of £8 Os. 7d. and 11s. 9d., respectively, on pay- 
ments in previous year; but when compared with corres- 
ponding figures in 1913, the average death claim for 
adult males in General Societies has risen £2 19s, Ad. 
Taking the pre-war period (1911-15) as a criterion, the 
expenditure per financial member shows the following per- 
centage increases, viz., medical expenses, 28 ; sick pay, 23; 
funeral benefits, 17; management, 29; and all expenditure, 
25; while the contributions increased by about only 20 per 
cent. 

Sickness and Mortality. 


Figures with respect to sickness for the year 1923 com- 
pare unfavourably with those for 1922. The number of 
cases increased by 695, or 16°1 per cent.; and the total 
duration of sickness rose trom 35,652 weeks to 39,854, or 
11-8 per cent. The duration per case was slightly lower 
than in the previous year. Amongst adult financial males 
illness averaged 10°5 days each, which is the highest rate 
since 1919. It is 08 of a day higher than the 1922 
figures, 1+3 days above those for 1921, and nearly a day 


worse than the average for the period 1918 to 1922. As 
usual, the position wus better amongst females. Their 


claims for sick allowance averaged 7°6 days per finan- 
cial member, which is nearly a day below the 1922 experi- 
ence, and is about equal to that for the period 1918-1922. 

The total number of members who died was 199, against 
177 in 1922, an increase or 12°4 per cent. Amongst adult 
males the rate of mortality was 9°08 per 1000 members 
compared with 8°12 in 1y22. The death figures, however, 
are well below the average of recent years. The rate per 
1000 members is 2°5 better than for the period 1918-1922, 
and 0°8 lower than for 1913. The number of registered 
wives for whom death allowances were paid in 1923 was 96, 
or three fewer than in the previous year. 


Valuation, 1922. 


Some action has been taken by the societies to improve 
the bad financial position disclosed by the valuation of 
1922, which was published last year. Such action, how- 
ever, has been quite inadequate to the occasion. The 
matter is still under consideration, and I hope that it will 
end in some effective voluntary reform. Improved legisla- 
tion is required in any case, but it will be better if the move 
for it comes from the societies themselves, Detailed tables 
1 to 6 are appended.
